4. VISET TO CANTON. 

Mr Fergason gives, in the Ceylon Clserver, 
an interesting account of o visit he paid to 
Canton while on his journey round the 
world :— F 

January 26th, EBSA. 

The epproach to Canton is marked by a 
rich low-lying delta on each side of the dif- 
ferent branches of its river—the Ohenkiang 
and this delta well repays the cultivation 
bestowed onithy the Chincse, Immediately 
surrounding the city are market-gardens in- 
numerable, not merely supplying the wants 
of the inhabitants, but affording suppliog for 
shipment to Hongkong. Here and there 
coming up the river, -s village noatling ina 
grove of trees, often walled round, with the 
muandarin’s. or headman’s. residenos’in an 
enclosure of its own, fs noted. The houses 
areoften stonabuilt, but the only big house, 
almost tower, in each. village ts the pawn- 
shop. which rises to three or for storeys, a 
square structure like at old ‘Highland or 
Border keep, strongly-built and dre-proof, 
‘with fiat or even open roof, . Thad not raal- 
ited before. the great importance of pawns 
hops among the Chineso 1 how the villagers 

awn the whoter-clothes in vetamn for their 
hter, cheaper summner gannents and often, 
for sonte sowing-seed ; how the pawnsliop is 
often their. only safo store.as Well ds batik, 
beitig built to offer # slot defende, and is 
therefore Hed round its walls with clothes 
and-propetty “of: all: desoriptions, on arch 
storby, carefully “numbered, . the ‘centra 
being kept open, 50 thst, when robbers do:

ieee of stono.- In going round the Hang. 
kong Ponk towards * Aberdeen”. villago 
and dockyard, wo camo.on a vory éxtensivo 
Chineso graveyard, covering two sides of a 
volloy, with thousands of such slabs and not 
a fow of the moro ofiborate ‘ horse-shoes,” 
Perhaps the most: important event to a 
Ohinaman (although not in his lif) is his 
burial, and my: Deli planting friend non- 
tioned haw he had stopped sn epidemio of 
Buicides (following on. a visitation of small- 
pox) among his. Chinesv coolica by making 
it known he would bury all such head down: 
most, or, worse atill, burn the remains up 
and allow the ashes to be blown by tho four 
winds of heaven, Not a single attempt at 
henging followed after this announcement, 
though suicides had risen to a dozen a weal 
beforo.* 

_ At length, a Lend .in the river, more 
fortificatiuns, camps and flags, on each side o 
forest of masts and. columns of smoke in 
the distances, and we, became aware of tho 
proximity of a great town—a town which, 
with its suburba, cannot have less than tio 
millions of Chinese-—a town richer, better 
built, with a groater variely of industrivs, 
temples and shops, than most towns in the 
“Niddlo -Bingdom,” and yet yiolding to 
nono in its thoroughly Chinoso characteria- 
tice, Bo that to neo Canton and pass through 
ita streots has alwaya beon acknowledged to 
afford as good ‘an insight into the life of the 
People ag could be gained in any part of the 
“ Blowery Land." Approaching Canton, 
we were reminded at several points of the 
Thames and its lowlying banks, and tho 
delusion was fostered as‘ wo passed tho little 
English cometery surrounded by a low wall 
on tho side of a slight ominonce shove tha 


river ‘bank, and also where we caught a- 


sight further on of the English settlement— 
Shameen—with a row of splondid mansions 


—embowered in shady trees, chiefly of the- 


Ficus species and closely ollied to the bany- 
an, ‘along a grassy bund flanked by a’ wall 
against the river side, But beyond this, all 
rosom blance censed. Canton lies very low—~ 
thoro is no ominenco in the town—although 
not far behind it rises the rango of hulls 
known as ‘* White Clouds,” o favorite resort. 
in’ moro: peaceful times of the: foroign 
merchants for. picnics and other outings. 


The ‘ost prominent building tov in all’ 


Canton--certainly as seen from tho river—is 
the Roman Catholic Cuthedeal- with its 
Moudlo spircs, ant it is perhaps 0 wonder 
therefore that the ‘Chinese should regard it 
ag a standing insult,and dangor ‘because it 
interrupts the’ good winds which their 
Fubkien would otherwise ‘send. them 4 
Passing to our anchorage, we noted op- 
posite Shameen one or two men-of-war and 
gunboats-—an English, German, French 
and o specially smart-lovking American ves- 
sel. Ono English gunbuat, the “Lively,” 
passed us on its way down tho river. Re- 
yond Shameen, we camo to a stop at a point 
‘where the river waa simply blocked up by 
the most crowded, extraordinary and 
heterogeneous collection of bosts and water- 
vessels of avery dogree it has ever been my 
luck tw see, Ohieye war and merchant or 
private junks big and little, rafts, country 
and heavy sea-boats, passenger and freight 
sampans, telescopic bonts;” canoes, lodging- 
house boats, ‘flower-boats," or floatin; 
music-halla .for the entertainmont 
“Young China” at night, etc. Onc-half 
of them were lying still, but the other half 
were darting across or up and down stream, 
perfectly, callous of being run, over—indeed 
wo wero told rather desirous of auch a fate, 
because. of the profit pretty certain to ueorne 
through compensation from the Steamboat 
Company---so that our steamer had twice 
to atop rather than inour the risk of run- 
ning down boats. that ought to have kept 
out.of her way. Leaving the steamer, we 


made for ‘the ‘‘ Canton Hotel” close by on' 


the othor side of the river—a poor lo king 
place, the only one of the kind, and not ao 
bad inside as it looked. outside. Tho 
well-known Cdaton Guide,” Ah Kam,” 
a tall, grava, .ragyed-looking Mon- 
golian, ‘not untike a Tamil save fur 
his dress and pigtail, . talking... very 
fair English, was in waiting, aod 
we lost no time in following hiin on foot to 
the sights of the town on that, tho eastern 
side of. the river, namely, in the suburb 
called Honam, which included a visit to 
the great Buddhist temple of Honam, to 
| the residence and gardens of n Chinese 
gentleman, and to. a “ preserved ginger” 
manufactory. The last had stopped work. 
ing on account of the. Now Year holidays : 
hat hera ia an account I have found of 
the process as given by an American eye- 
witness }+-— ‘ ¥ 
“The ginger-root, a large white variety, 
is first. dug and the outer skin scraped off, 
This is chicfy done in the country sur- 
rounding Canton, whoro itis raised. It is 
then shipped down to.the. city. in boats, 
carefully washed,-and thrown into large 
kettles, where it is boiled for about twenty 
four. hours. Jt is then taken out and 
thrown into salt.water, and allowed to.re- 
main there about twenty-four hours muro, 
After this it is taken out, tho rough edges 
trimmed off with a knife, and thrown upon 
tables, which are surronnded with opera- 
tors, holding in each hand a kind of three- 
pronged fork, with which they prick the 
root until it is thoroughly punctured 
through. . It.is then washed in’ fresh: water 
‘and dried in the aun for @ time, after which 
itis again placed in large kettles, containin, 
about an equal weight of sagar, and boik 
for about twelve hours; it is then taken, 
frora, the kettles and put into large earthen 
jars. ‘The syrup. is poured over it, and it 


ig allowed to remain therein for . sevarat 
daya-—sometimes. weeks—when it is boiled 
up again for a short time, and is then ready 
for packing.

arefearried and handled, a workman would 
aoize.a. piece of rattan, twist it into two 
rings just -big enough to go over the top 
and bottom, and with another slondor strip 
would weavo a network between thesa two 
rings so quickly. tat_one could hardly be- 
lieve that it had heen accomplished by av 
individval,. and not by some marvellous 
machine... The pasting of the papers uver 
the. tops of the. jars is also a curious pieve 
of work. One end of a long strip’ of paper 
is first stuck to the: edge of the jar, and the 
‘strip is then twisted over, cash tima_ro- 
oeiving, o little dab. of ‘paste, until the jar 
in hermetically sealed, and ell this is done 
with such ‘exeeeding quickness anil dex. 
terity’ that you can hardly. follow tha mo- 
tions of the operator's: hands.

their rooms. Honam tomiplo is. said to be 
} one of the most richly-endowed in’ China; 
our. guide said they drew £14,000 a year 
from rents, There are 200 monks altogother ; 
tho different buildings, gardens, &e., all 
walled round, cover an iminense space; bu- 
trees, sonie of theni very vonerablo-looking, 
occupy every courtyard, We saw sacred 
pigs, poultry and birds. Flowers and trees 
wore woven round wires in the gardens after 
tha most grotesque pattorus. We saw: where 
priests’ remaina wore creamated, and won- 
lored again at the vast. difference: between 
the practice of the people with tlicir tails 
and their anxiety abuut the burial of thair 
utnaimed bodies, and that of their shaven, 
crcmating religious teachers. Bub here, an 
in-so many lands—our own in many: places 
-not excepted,—a wide gulf separates the 
‘clergy? and the people. Tho. Chinese 
seem to havo lost all respect'fur the Budd- 
hist tomples—in Canton, at least; the only 
attendants at the worship were boys and 
lads locking on out of curiosity. . Uno 
youngster ran before ua singing loudly and 
turning soniersaalta right into the temple. 
Formerly, tho women came in numbers’ to 
worship, Lut certniu” discoveries, which, 
provoked one guild-of Canton. tradesmen— 
tho workcre in jadestone—to, pull down a 
Buddhist temple in their rage, put a stop 
on.tho part of Chintse houacholders tu thair 


women being allowed ty enter tho tomples, 
and so the priests in many cases Haye now 
the worship to themselves. The cnae is no 
doubt different’ among the more supersti- 
tious and devout country ‘peopla; but 
amidst all the philosophy, higher. customs 
and roligious practices, the only. religion 
which really scoms to have a hold on ‘tho 
bulk of the Chineso is tho worship of an- 
eostors, | Curious that the universal and 
precious pigtail only canie into uso with a 
certain imperin! dynasty about 200 years 
agg, just about the time, J suppose, the 
Sinbalese wero ‘induced to tie up.their hair 
and uae combs, .
